German Marks 


N 


OW that German marks are cheaper than 


high-grade paper, speculators again 
are 


swinging to them in a big- buying: movement. 
The obliging German government promises that 
there will be plenty for all. Beginning October 
1 the Reichsbank v.-ill print 4.000.000,000 paper 
marks a day. For large investors it is rushing 
plate? to print marks in donominatinns of 500.- 
000 each, so that amateur speculators can carry 
around a few billions, to show their friends 
the morgtage they have secured on the future, 
without tiring their muscles or tearing out the 
linings of their coats. 


On September 1, German paper money in 


circulation 
totaled 
around 
250,000.000.000 


marks. 
The presses have been 
turning out 


2.600.000.000 new marks a day since then. Pre- 
suming that the presses are idle on Sundays, to 
prevent them from melting or getting hot- 
boxes about ol5.000.ooo,000 paper marks will 
be in circulation October 1, when 
the 
new 


presses get started with their output of 4,000,- 
000.000 a day. 
By the end of the year, some 


600.000.000,000 marks will be on the market, so 
don't burst a blood-vessel trying to get to the 
bargain-counter. 


Those 600.000,000.000 paper marks — if 


they could return to par. "as investors" hope 
—would be worth Sl-12.000.000.000. 
That 
is 


ttdce as much as Germany's national wealth 
before the war and about six limes her present 
national wealth, making allowances for what 
has been taken from her by 
war. 
The "easy 


mark." buying marks for a rise, admits that 
he never expects the mark to return to par, 
'•"but a rise, ever so slight, with me holding mil- 
lions of them. . . ." and so on. 


As John Moody points nut in the Ameri- 


can Magazine, the Germans may not repudiate 
the mark, but the mark already has within a 
hair's-breadth repudiated itself out of 
exis- 


tence by attaining nearly absolute worthless- 
ness. The Germans, in their own country, are 
discarding the mark in business transactions 
and reverting- to barter and the use of foreign 
currencies, especially the American dollar. The 
buyer whose appetite for marks is gluttonous 
need not worry because only 600,000,000.000 
marks will be in circulation by the end of the 
year. Never forget, other years lie ahead. The 
more the mark falls, the more Germany's profit 
on the deal. Eventually she gets all, like the 
'Tatty'' in poker. 


to prepare to send troops. Meanwhile her fleet 
rushed to the Dardanelles. 


So far, all events have, followed the course 


the world recognizes as the preliminary to a 
great armed struggle. Again the nations seem 
on the brink of war, and driving rapidly toward 
the final plunge. But dispatches have sudden- 
ly brought forward a new factor for peace, a 
factor that has been negligible heretofore when 
governments talked war to enforce foreign po- 
licy. 
The British public—the common 
folks 


who must do the fighting if Downing Street 
gets the country into war—are against war. 
Their voice is raised in unmistakable terms. 
They do not see anything worth fighting for 
in the Near'East, whatever the grandiose plans' 
of statesmen. They have had war, its sorrows 
and burdens, enough for one generation. They 
are still mourning the dead of the world war, 
still bent beneath the taxation 
it 
imposed. 


They bear the load, because it was a' war of 
defense. 
But they doubt that defense of Bri- 


tain must now be conducted in Asia Minor. 


There is a distinct change of tone in the 


news from the British government as the voice 
of the people is heard. 
Last week a war-like 


manifesto was issued in semi-official quarters. 
New dispatches represent that this was a mis- 
take, that the manifesto was not truly repre- 
sentative of the government. A cabinet officer 
is made the scape-goat, the government laying 
the blame upon him and the press. The British 
government still declares it will maintain the. 
neutral zone at the Dardanelles, but there is a 
certain decrease of belligerency. The people's 
veto, indefinitely expressed as .it is, has its 
effect. 


That there will not be war with the Turks 


is too much to predict. The situation is almost 
beyond control, with the Turks inspired 
by 


their victory over the Greeks, backed with the 
admiration and approval of the whole Moslem 
world ; and with the British government prac- 
tically committed to the thwarting of all Turk- 
ish aspirations. Events may have moved too 
rapidly for the belated opposition of the public. 
But the all-powerful voice of the people has 
spoken, and the diplomats and politicians will 
give heed. If war can be averted, they will 
avert it. it is probably safe to say. 
For other- 


wise there will be a new deal in politics, and 
men who wanted war will lose their political 
heads.
